are listed among the surv iv ors. 
They reside in Roswell, New 
Mex ico, and are ex pected to ar­ 
riv e here Sunday morning. They 
are being accompanied by an­ 
other son, Claude Simpson, also 
of Roswell.

acres. 
The pro d uce fro m tho se 
gard ens will feed many a hun­ 
gry family nex t winter and is 
a strange co ntrast with farm o r­ 
ganizatio ns that are asking the 
d estructio n o r restrictio n o f farm 
pro d ucts. Last y ear it was a lo v e­ 
ly sight to see so many v acant 
lo ts and acres o f city land with 
pro mising, 
well 
kept 
gard ens 
surro und ing the city . This y ear 
I hav e no ticed no ne, altho ugh 
the city no w o wns 
40 acres in ad ­ 
d itio n to its last y ear’s “swamp 
land ” — land eno ugh to “bread 
and po tato ” Rushv ille. 
We hav e read the sto ry o f 
Pharro h and Jo seph and might 
pro fit by the lesso n. We are to ld 
that this curtailiment o f farm 
pro d uctio n is to assist the farm- 


the standpoint o f members of 
congress. 
Their cherished prerogativ e of 
permission “ to rev ise and ex ­ 
tend” their remarks in the Con­ 
gressional Record has been the 
means of “ sav ing face” on more 
than one occasion. In the heat 
of debate things o ften are said 
which later are regretted. When 
a member has cooled off he may , 
if he desires, obtain a copy o f 
his remarks and delete or rev ise 
them to so ften their effect. 
It’s no secret. They all admit 
it. 


'Rev ised Remarks’ 
He complained to the speaker 
that before he had opportunity 
to obtain a transcript of what 
he had said from the officiai re­ 
porters 6 f debates, a copy had 
been giv en to the press.

Norris Stands Pat 
Speaker Crisp, during his ten­ 
ure, ruled that a transcript of 
the remarks o f a member could 
no t be submitted ev en to ano th­ 
er member unless they reflected 
on the member desiring to see 
them. This decision held until 
Nick Longworth became speak­ 
er. 
Longworth 
held 
the 
press 
could obtain copies o f. remarks 
o f members 
before 
they 
ap­ 
peared in the Record and ev en 
without the co nsent of the one 
making the remarks. 
Rainey , howev er, holds differ­ 
ently . He declared the practice 
sanctioned by Longworth “ im­ 
proper” and commanded the o f­ 
ficial reporters to 
withhold 
a 
member’s remarks unless that 
member gav e his consent. 
The immediate effect of Rain­ 
ey ’s ruling remains to be seen. 
Immediate reaction among the 
members was applause, among 
the reporters in press galleries, 
alarm. 
If all members o f congress 
were like Senator Norris o f Ne­ 
braska it would make little dif­ 
ference. Norris refuses to change 
a single word in the 
speeches 
he makes in the senate.

im­ 
prov e on what I say /' he once 
remarked. 


er. Go d kno ws he need s it, but 
it has selected a d o ubtful m eth­ 
o d o f pro ced ure. It is still fresh 
in the memo ry o f men liv ing 
that a few y ears ago farm o r­ 
ganizatio ns so ught to “stabilize” 
the price o f wheat and sunk fo ur 
and o ne-half millio ns. Go v ern­ 
ment mo ney and wheat d ro pped 
fro m abo ut 80c to 40c d uring the 
ex periment. 
I still retain a v iv id reco llec­ 
tio n o f the Grange mo v ement 
when the 
o rganized farmers 
so ught to regulate retail prices 
and erect retail sto res to ac­ 
co mplish their purpo se and in­ 
cid entally giv en “o rganizers” a 
jo b and the “take o ff.” Like all 
o ther such ex periments, it failed 
and the “co untry ” sto re were a 
d ead lo ss. 
So , to o , will this “ex periment” 
fail and pro v e a co stly failure. I 
hear so meo ne y ell “kno cker” but 
I hav e read histo ry in v ain if 
such has no t been the histo ry o f 
all 
ex periments. 
Go to 
y o ur 
gro cery to d ay and ask the price 
o f a po und lo af o f any stand ard 
bread and hear the answer — 10c 
to 15c per po und — o r $6 per 
bushel fo r wheat. 
Ask the farmer what he gets 
fo r his wheat — 8 0c — fo r wheat 
—no t a d o llar fo r Chicago gam­ 
bling, where a bushel o f wheat 
nev er passes but o nly a “m ar­ 
gin” and then get y o ur pencil 
and figure o ut who gets thç $5.20. 
I d efy all the eco no mists o f the 
wo rld to figure o ut the farm er’s 
pro fit in such a transactio n un­ 
less it be the Presid ent o f the 
Farmers Fed eratio n and 
their 
“Organizers” — $80,000 a y ear, 
which is mo re net cash than is 
realized by ev ery farmer ip Rush 
co unty in any y ear. 
As I write I lo o k at a patch o f 
last y ear’s co rn stalks and this 
y ear’s weed s and ex claim “Oh, 
tho u pro phet o f glad tid ings who 
tells the d irt farm er that re­ 
strictio n o f planting can alo ne 
make y o u rich.” 
T hat mo wing 
d o wn wheat and banishing the 
“squeal” o n y o ur farm will sho rt­ 
en y o ur purse strings by swell­ 
ing y o ur purse, o r. in o ther wo rd s 
the way to pro sper is to practice 
d estructio n. 
During the World War pro­ 
duction of farm products was 
urged witho ut limit but the 
farmer was the only producer 
who was handicapped as he was 
forbidden to sell his wheat for 
more than $2 to any one sav e’ 
the gov ernment, but now when 
“ depression” is so bad it hurts 
breathing, the gov ernment be­ 
comes a party to the farmer’s ex ­ 
periment and backs him with the 
cash, but why the? farmer to the 
ex clusion o f all other occupa­ 
tions? 
We hav e a law in restraint o f 
trade and 
why restriction of 


production is an ex ception to 
that law I leav e to others to ex ­ 
plain 
I knew of but one law 
which canno t be changed 
by 
man — with the ex ception o f 
the law o f “ Grav ity * and that is 
the law 
o f “ Supply and 
De­ 
mand.” True man may disfigure 
it but nev er destroy . 
It is sad to think there are 
millions hungry and bread at an 
ex orbitant price from 8 0c wheat 
which does no t make the farmer 
rich but with Shy lock “ makes be 
poor.” But they tell us that the 
gov ernment pay s the farmer for 
this idle wheat land. Very gen­ 
erous indeed and when want 
stalks like Banquos ghost, hun­ 
ger and starv ation afflict our 
poor, “ whom we alway s hav e 
with us,” the gov ernment (state 
and natio nal) tax the farmer to 
support the unfortunates whose 
sustenance the gov ernment has 
made dearer by unwarranted 
generosity . 
Child ren and gro wn peo ple by 
the millio ns run the streets and 
the highway s half naked because 
the go v ernment caused the d e­ 
structio n o f millio ns o f acres o f 
co tto n to make the co tto n gro w­ 
ers richer, besid es pay ing him to 
d estro y it. 
Strike characterized 
at times by scenes that wo ud 
hav e shamed the French Rev o - 
utio n hav e been cared fo r by the 
go v ernment and the men put 
back to wo rk that emplo y ment 
may take care o f the id le, but 
the farmers “strike” is unno tic­ 
ed and y et it lessens emplo y ment 
and is intend ed to make d earer 
and scarcer o ur fo o d stuffs, in 
the v ain 
belief that 
they can 
co ntro l prices. 
As well try to 
d am the Mississippi with bul­ 
rushes o r mo v e Mo unt Ev erett 
with hand spikes. 
We hav e used v ario us m eth­ 
o d s to raise the price o f wheat 
and y et I hav e kno wn wheat to 
sell in this co untry fo r less than 
the d uty lev ied o n to pro tect it. 
Whenev er 
pro d uctio n 
ex ceed 
co nsumptio n in article o f co m­ 
merce prices d ro p witho ut any 
regard 
to v alue. 
Tho se with 
mo ney inv ested in such pro d uc­ 
tio n will go v ern themselv es ac­ 
co rd ingly and may go v ern arti­ 
ficial pro d uctio n but 
natural 
pro d uctio n: i. e, tho se 
fro m 
mo ther earth, man no r law can 
go v ern with any certainty . 
W eatherman is the go v erning 
facto r to recko n with here. Re­ 
po rts 
ind icated 
a 
wo nd erful 
sho rtage o f v ario us pro d uctio ns 
until recent rains and ev en with 
the rains there will be a sho rt­ 
age in many things. 
It is a 
strange ano mo ly that the higher 
any article is pro tected by law 
o r nature, the lo wer d ro ps the 
price o f the pro tected article. 
Perso nally , I am no t and nev ­ 
er hav e been a pro tectio nist and 
believ e and hav e alway s be­ 
liev ed in a tariff fo r rev enue 
o nly is the o nly justifiable o ne 
in any co untry . I class Senato r 
Watso n as the best po sted ad ­ 
v o cate o f pro tectio n in the U. S., 
and in campaigning with 
him 
hav e heard his matchless o rato ry 
upho ld and ex plain his theo ry in 
unanswerable argument. I co n­ 
fess I am to o d umb, whether 
fro m nature o r fro m training to 
co mprehend the theo ry o r refute 
it. 
Ho w a tax o n any article can 
red uce its price I hav e nev er 
und ersto o d 
and 
y et 
I 
hav e 
bo ught cut nails fo r $1.98 per 
keg in New Castle when they 
were pro tected by a d uty o f $2 
per keg. 
Tin plate, plate glass 
and many o ther articles hav e 
fo llo wed the same 
co urse and 
wheat has so ld in this co untry 
fo r less than the pro tectio n 
lev ied upo n it by 
presid ential 
pro clamatio n. 
Supply and d emand hav e al­ 
way s and alway s will regulate 
prices. 
Co d es alo ne hav e tem ­ 
po rarily upset that law and no t 
to o ur benefit. 
The clo thes 
presser who was recently fined 
and jailed fo r no t charging the 
co d e price 40c instead o f 35c — 
his price was a shining ex ample 
o f Musso linian metho d s but is 
fo reign to Amercanism. To per­
